The Phenomenon of Aloofness in 
Ibn AIRumy's Life and Poetry 

Ibn Al-Rumy was born in the Hejra year of 221 and witnessed the 
reigns of seven Abbasid Califfs at a time of political turmoil. 

Social and economic conditions were no better those days The 
Turks were in control of public wealth depriving the common man of the 
necessities of life. 

Ibn al Rumy. as a witness to those conditions, expressed his pain in 
poems of high quality. 

More than anything. Ibn al-Rumi was known lor his pessimism and 
superstition, some critics related this state of mind to some psychological 

vailing conditions of his time on his attitude to life. 

The most significant expressions of aloofnees in his poetry are 
those related to his feelings of lone - liness. We can see this in poems 
dealing with the loss of his dear ones and others expressing his disap- 
pointment with those whom he praised and who did not reward him the 
way they did other poets. This did not escape the attention of some crit- 
ics like al-Marzaban. Indeed. Ibn al-Rumiy's aggressiveness against 
those whom he previously praised were the reason that they shunned 

Another expression of his aloofness was his hatred of any thing he 
considered ugly including peoples shapes, sounds and attitudes. He did 
not hesitate, in fact, to mock his own face and some of his characteris- 
tics. This attitude goes beyond people to things like his mocking of trees 
that bear no fruits. 
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
